New York, Sept. 7.—A million or more residents of New York 


left their homes this morning not knowing whether they 
would 


ride or walk to work. The first test of the strike declared last 
night by the union employes of the elevated and subway railways 
came with the morning rash hours on these main arteries of trans- 
portation between the two ends o Manhattan Island. 


When the workers of the city started for their places of em- 


ployment .today the Amalgamated Association of Street and Elec- 
tric Railway Employees, which is conducting the strike, had been 
unable to tie up the subway and elevated lines,but had succeeded in 
crippling some of the most important surface lines. With the aid 
of nearly 3,000 strike breakers and under police protection, 
the 


Interborough Hapid Transit Company was running its trains on 
subway and "L" on almost normal schedule. The strike of the 
Interborough employes has spread, however, to the carmen of the 
New York Railways Company, which operates all but two of the 
important surface lines in the boroughs of Manhattan and 
the 


Bronx. 


Approximately 18,000 employes are affected.

cause of the strike is the refusal of the Interborough Company to 
•elease the men from an agreement to seek no further agreement in 
working conditions for a period of two years after the advance pay 
which the men received last mon th.

Apparently in all seriousness and possessing a fair desire to 


be informed in the matter, a friend asks us is the lahor legislation, 
just enacted by congress, legally effective. 
We suppose what he 


means to inquire is Trill it stand when the test of the provisions of 
the federal constitution is applied to it. Jt is a big question, a com- 
plex one, that he presents and we fear our opinion would 
not 


have much weight, with the tribunals that will have to decide, if 
any contest is brought up over the legislation. Offering, however, 
our view of the main feature, with ihe public, the eight-hour day 
provision, we unhesitatingly say that the courts will, doubtedless, 
if the matter be directly presented to them, say congress has the 
power to fix such legislation. For years the courts have seldom 
failed to give broadening construction and limitation to 
what, 


more as a matter o£ convenience than anything else, is called the 
police powers of the state. The meaning of this is that wherever 
the general public -welfare is concerned, theretofore esteemed pri- 
vate and personal rights must give way. 
Perhaps, adroitly steer- 


ed in that direction by the vast interests controlling their manage- 
ment, judicial decisions have been constantly extending and denn- 
ing the supreme authority of the federal 
government 
over 
all 


matters and conditions that are denominated 
inter-state. 
C9«ple 


this' with the fact, already stated, that there has been a broaden- 
ing interpretation of the police power, the promoting of the com- 
inon good and the eight-hour provision seems to be legally sound. 
For the government, with ratification by the courts, has already 
held the government could fix this limit in regard 
to itself, be- 


cause shorter hours of toil were undoubtedly beneficial, while long 
hours -were exhausting and tended to individual 
weakening and 


national decay. The health, the strength ol its citizenship was the 
first concern of the state and small hamper should he placed upon 
such laws as sought to promote these. 


There may be, and unquestionably are, those that do not share 


in this view. It is their privilege, if they so choose, they may bring 
the matter before the courts. Their decision will be abided by.

While clinched in a rough and 


tumHe fight near a shanty boat, 
which was moored on the Ohio 
shore near the County Infirmary 
Wednesday evening about seven 
o'clock, Albert Clifford, 35, shan- 
tyboatman, was seriously stabbed 
by William Dixon, 
56, shanty- 


boatman. 


Clifford was removed 
to the

stitches to close his wounds. Dixon 
was captured by Sheriff E. \V. 
Smith and Deputy Sheriff Rome 
Arthur at eight o'clock in his 
shanty boat, and was brought to 
the county jail. 


In the fight, Clifford received a 


gaping wound across the right 
forearm which bared the bone, 
cutting all of the arteries and 


blood vessels. Another ugly cut 
extended down the right arm al- 
most the full length and there were 
cuts on the right hand. Two cuts 
to the bone were found on the left 
arm, near 
the 
elbow. A deep 


blood-clotted wound also extended 
one-fourth the way around his 
bodv, revealing the ribs. 


Drs. 0., W. Robe and W. W. 


Smith sewed up the wounds. 


After his capture, 
Dixon told 


the authorities that Clifford had 
broken the lock on his shanty boat 
several months ago and had stolen 
several articles. Trouble had been 
rife between them since that time, 
he claimed. 


They had been drinking togeth- 


er Wednesday afternoon. 
About 


dusk they became involved in an 
argument over the old trouble 


and Dixon claims that Clifford 
picked up a rock and hurled it at 
him, striking him on the head and 
knocking him down. He claims 
he got up and was attacked then 
with a club. 
He fell again, he 


says. Then the two clinched. 


In the fight that ensued Dixon 


declares he told Clifford he would 
cut his way clear and his adver- 


sary refused to heed the warning. 
Dixon then pulled out his knife 
and began culling. Pain and loss 
of blood weakened Clifford and 
the fight stopped. 


A shautyboatman named Rose 


took the injured man to the in- 
firmary and the ambulance was 
called. 


It was near eight o'clock when 


the county officials found Dixon. 
lie was sitting in his shanty boat, 
which was moored to the bank 
near the old canal. He was placed 
under arrest. 
The knife, which 


was used in the affray, was found 
lying on a table in the boat. Clif- 
ford and Dixon had been sharing 
the same shanty boat before the 
fight. 


Before undergoing 
the opera- 


tion at the hospital, Clifford told 
Dr. Smith that Dixon 
was at- 


tempting to cut an old man named 
Lcvi. He says he interferred and 
received the wounds. 


Thursday morning Clifford was 


reported to be resting easy and 
feeling somewhat better than last 
night.

For years the courts have seldom 
failed to give broadening construction and limitation to

police powers of the state. The meaning of this is that wherever 
the general public welfare is concerned, theretofore esteemed pri- 
vate and personal rights must give Way. Perhaps, adroitly steer- 
ed in that direction by the vast interests controlling their manage- 
ment, judicial decisions have been constantly extending and denn- 
ing the supreme authority of the federal

ing interpretation of the police power, the promoting of the com- 


mon good and the eight-hour provision seems to be legally sound. 
For the government, with ratification by the courts, has already
